this country came to believe that he 
was a dishonest man, “ but I am an 
honest m a n ,” said the general with 
feeling, ‘ and I believe th at no one who 
knows me will believe that I am a dis­ 
honest man.

A firm of New York florists who 
make a specialty of carnations said the 
other night that they very much doubt­ 
ed the report that $30,000 had been 
given for exclusive rights in tho Law­ 
son carnation. 
“ A syndicate in New York,” said 
one of the firm, “ offered $5,000, not 
$15, OOO, for this pink about three 
months ago. I urn not at liberty to give 
their names, as they did not get it. 
Galvin, who owned it, wanted $6,000 
then. Flowers from this plant scil now 
in Boston for $4 a dozen, about the 
highest price for carnations in the 
United States. In London I have heard 
of 3 and 4 ehillin *s for a single flower. 
I have not st en tho Lawson, but under­ 
stand it is a pink carnation of solid col­ 
or. We expect some soon for exhibition. 
“ These special varieties are produced 
by careful cultivation.

It is sincerely hoped that the presen t 
or some other council representing the 
people of East Liverpool will take the 
gas companies to task and compel them 
to eliminate the $1 per month clause 
from each contract. 
The customers of tho gas companies 
are willing and ready at all times to pay 
for the fuel they consume. 
Under the 
old contract system there was much 
complaint during cold weather because 
of the insufficient supply, but since the 
companies ordered each customer to 
purchase a meter there was some com­ 
fort, cold though it was at times, in the 
knowledge that payment was not made 
for more than was used. Under the new 
arrangement, however, the gas com­ 
panies can refuse to provide even a 
flame and vet’ collect $1 per month as 
the minimum charge for the privilege of 
being a customer. 
The act iu itself is an ontrage upon 
the community, and the conncilmen 
who are elected to represent the people 
and fail to take np their cause against 
the gas companies are certainly not 
worthy farther consideration, except it 
be to show how faithless they have been 
to the trust imposed in them. It is their 
duty to pass the bill introduced by Mr. 
Peach or some other measure that will 
answer the purpose.

when a council knows the people are be­ 
ing imposed upon and systematically 
robbed there remains for it but one 
course.

H O W T O REFO RM C R IM IN A LS 


Cliarlea Dudley W arner W oald Trent 
Them an If They W'ere Sick. 
Prison reform, with special reference 
to ‘‘indeterminate sentences,” was the 
subject of the monthly conference of 
the Charity Organization society held 
in New York the other morning. 
W. 
M. F. Round, secretary of the New 
York State Prison association, said that 
nuder arbitrary penalties, with fixed 
maximum and minimum limits, a judge 
could not always be just, as he could 
not understand the man before him or 
know what his sentence ought to be. 
He praised the indeterminate sentence, 
which, within certain limits, releases a 
prisoner when, in the estimation of the 
reformatory authorities, he has reform­ 
ed, and not before. 
Under the old sys­ 
tem, he said, the highest claim of ref ­ 
ormations among discharged prisoners 
was only 18 per cent, while under the 
reform applied at Elmira the proportion 
was HI per cent. 
Charles Dudley Warner spoke against 
the present limitations on indeterminate 
sentences and said he wished to correct 
a popular misapprehension of the true 
significance of 
the 
present system. 


of the greater villain, m e nest behaved 
men in prison are the accomplished 
criminals who have made their profes­ 
sion a life work. ” 
The treatment under the true inde­ 
terminate sentence system, he contin­ 
ued, would be like that of a lunatic or 
sick person—a prisoner would be con­ 
fined until cured. 
He said that a cer­ 
tain time was necessary to effect a cer­ 
tain change in a criminal’s character, 
but that as no man could foresee its ex­ 
act length the sentence should be un­ 
determined. 
Ho said that simple habit 
of decent and orderly living is incul­ 
cated during a prisoner’s time in El­ 
mira, and when a prisoner is observed 
to have acquired such a habit and a 
place hasbeen found for him outside he 
is discharged.—New York Sun.

But upon the 
whole the fish commission has rendered 
good service. ” 
By this I inn' Mr. Cannon had warmed 
heartily to his subject, and he was 
prancing vigorously up and down the 
Republican aisle, pointing his linger 
this way and that way as he enforced 
his argil nu ut. “ I do not know exactly, ” 
ho continued, roaching the objective 
point of this story, “ w hat kind of birds 
this bill refers to as ‘game birds and 
other wild birds useful to m an.’ 
In 
reading some of Boccaccio’s stories in 
tho * Decameron’ I have thought at times 
that I should he very glad indeed if tho

for gas, and will compel payment under 
ihe threat of cutting off the supply 
Residents all over East Liverpool have 
become justly indignant at such pro 
endure on the part of tho officials of the 
said gas company, and they have called 
npon Councilman George Peach and 
asked that he should champion the 
cause of the people and use his influence 
with his fellow councilmen in compell 
mg the said gas company to act within 
the limits of law, justice and equity. 
Councilman Peach, in conformity with 
this wish of his constituents and acting 
under legal advice and counsel, drew 
ap an ordinance to this effect, said ordi 
nance passing first and second reading 
all right, and meeting with its death 
warrant on Tuesday night last upon the 
final vote. 
As a citizen, voter, taxpayer and 
property holder, I have the right to ask 
•what caused the action taken by our 
councilmen? 
Councilmen 
Marshall, 
Peach and Ashbaugh (all honor to them) 
voted to sustain the ordinance. 
Stew­ 
art, Challis, Cain, Seckerson and Oln- 
hansen voted against it. 
The vote of 
Olnhausen can easily be accounted for; 
he is an employe of the gas company ; 
ho was not counted npon to do anything 
else from the start. Challis and Stew­ 
art have their own reasons, and these 
two were counted as enemies to the 
people. 
Stewart earnestly advocated 
the pernicious idea, when attempting to 
farther his cause, that “ two wrongs 
make one right.” Going further in his 
attempt, he foisted a fallacy as a fact, 
and was called down by a center shot 
by Solicitor McGarry.

The entire stock of the famous Mrs. 
Lawson pink, about 8,000 plants, was 
sold tho other day in Boston for CRO. OOO 
by the florist Thomas F. Galvin to 
Thomas W. Lawson, husband of the 
woman for whom the pink was named. 
Mr. Galvin will continue to care for 
the plants and to manage the sale of 
the flowers. The pink is from four to 
five inches in diameter, about twice the 
size of tho ordinary carnation. The 
shade is of a beautiful pink. The plants 
are hardy and tho stems unusually long. 
The flower is vigorous and baa such 
enduring qualities that it has been 
known to “ keep” for 15 days. 
It was 
at iirst cultivated by Peter Fisher of 
Ellis, Mass., and the plant as at pr. s< ut 
grown is the result of years of painstak­ 
ing effort and skillful hor! u nit are. 
Thomas F. Galvin of Boston gut control 
of the flowers about throe years ii fo, 
paying about §6,000 for 25 plants. Mr. 
Galvin named tho pink after Mrs. 
Thomas W. Lawson because of his close 
personal friendship with Mr. and Mrs. 
Lawson and because they lire interested 
deeply in flowi r culture. 
Soon after getting control of tho stock 
Mr. Galvin began advertising the flow­ 
er and exhibiting it in different cities. 
Large sums have been offered by lovers 
of flowers, and a few days ago an offi r 
of $6,000 came from H. N. Higinbothain 
of Chicago, who wanted to transfer the 
stock to his big new grot n hon se and to 
rename the pink after his wife. Then 
an offer of $15,000 is said to have come 
from a New York Arm of florists. Then 
Mr. Lawson made up his mind, as he 
says in a letter to Mr. Galvin, that the 
pink should not leave Boston if it was 
only a matter of dollars, and he offered 
$80,000 for the entire stock, and it was 
accepted. Mr. Galvin says of the pink: 
“Tho color of the Mrs. Lawson car­ 
nation is a beautiful pink on a sturdy 
stem, and it has wonderful vitality. 
The flower is from 4 to 4% inches in 
diameter and will last 15 days. 8<>v< ral 
English noblemen have been endeavor­ 
ing to secure a slip of it, but I would 
not part with one under any considera­ 
tion. Every day I send orders of this 
carnation to different cities. On every 
outgoing steamer I send orders to per­ 
sons in Europe. During the holiday sea* 
son the flower retailed at $5 a dozen, 
but I could not get enough to sn ['ply 
the demand. I intend under all circum­ 
stances to hold this flower bere. It is 
good for from IO to 15 years longer.” 
Mr. Fisher, the cultivator and origi­ 
nator of tho flower, is well known to 
the florists of Boston and is considered 
an expert in growing flowers, especially 
pinks. In explanation of the culture of 
the Mrs. Lawson pink, Mr. Fisher says 
that he selected plants year after year 
and crossed them aud employed all do- 
vires known to horticulturists to pro­ 
duce a largo pink. 
A firm of New York florists who 
make a specialty of carnations said the 
other night that they very much doubt­ 
ed the report that $80,000 had been 
given for exclusive rights in tho Law 
son carnation. 
“A syndicate in Now York,” said 
one of tho firm, “offered $5,000, not 
$15,000, for this pink about throe 
months ago. I urn not at liberty to give 
their names, as they did not get it. 
Galvin, who owned it, wanted $6,000 
then. Flowers from ti)is plant st ll now 
iii Boston for $1 a dozen, about tho 
highest price for carnations in the 
United States. In London I have heard 
of 3 and 4 shillin *s for a single flower. 
I have! not seen tho Lawson, but under­ 
stand it is a pink carnation of solid col­ 
or. We expect some soon for exhibition. 
“ These special varieties are produced 
by careful cultivation. 
Out of. say, a 
thousand plants, one seedling will lie 
different from all tho others; no one 
knows why. 
That seedling is kept sep­ 
arate and developed, and its sprouts 
may establish a new and valuable varie­ 
ty. But out of two hundred odd seed­ 
lings perhaps only one proves of value. 
The Lawson was first developed in that 
way about two years ago. ” —New York 
Sun.

It is sincerely hoped that the present 
or some Other council representing the 
people of East Liverpool will take the 
gas companies to task and compel them 
to eliminate the $1 per month clause 
from each contract. 
The customers of the pas companies 
are willing and ready at all times to pay 
for the fuel they consume. Under the 
old contract system there was much 
complaint during cold weather because 
of the insufficient supply, but since the 
companies ordered each customer to 
purchase a meter there was some com 
fort, cold though it was at times, in the 
knowledge that payment was not made 
for more than was used. Under the new 
arrangement, however, the gas com 
panics can refuse to provide even a 
flame and vet’ collect $ I per month as 
the minimum charge for the privilege of 
being a customer. 
The act in itself is an outrage upon 
the community, and the councilmen 
who are elected to represent the people 
and fail to take up their cause against 
the gas companies are certainly not 
worthy further consideration, except It 
be to show how faithless they have been 
to the trust imposed in them. It is their 
duty to pass the bill introduced by Mr. 
Peach or some other measure that will 
auswer the purpose. 
The state law 
provides for such a movement, and 
when a council knows the people are be­ 
ing imposed upon and systematically 
robbed there remains for it but one 
course. 
It is very plain to all who have fol­ 
lowed this gas matter that some mem­ 
bers of council have shown a decided 
preference for the companies as against 
their constituents. They have been un­ 
just to the people who did them honor 
and gave them position. 
They may 
laugh aud say they can find little but 
hard work and no thanks in filling 
couucilmauio seats, but it will 
be 
noticed that some at least seek re-elec­ 
tion. Here is where the people, if they 
be wise, have an inning. 
Turn down 
these men at the polls. 
Defeat them 
and show that they cannot claim votes 
with looks of innocence and plausible 
explanations from the men they have 
wronged. 
There is only one way to Mottle the 
gas question, and that is through the de­ 
feat of every man who votes against his 
constituents. There are men of honest 
purpose who could fill those seats and 
fill them acceptably, 
lf there is honor 
in being a part of.the city government, 
bestow it upon some of them. They at 
least have the virtue of having never 
been tried and fouud wanting.

I pot there by going through the bar 
and down a trap door which is located 
at the end of the counter. 
When I was 
in the basement there were others there. 
I have been in there two or three times, 
and a1 vays went in the same way. 
I 
never saw Mr. Morrow in the basement. 
I Lave seen him in the bar, and have 
seen people go down the trap door, out 
I don’t know whether Morrow was in 
the bar when they went down stairs.” 
Solicitor McGarry asked him what he 
saw going on in the cellar between Dec. 
I and 17, and the witness refused to an­ 
swer. 
Mayor Bough explained that in his 
opinion the answer could in no way in ­ 


crim inate the witness, and told him to 
answer the question, but he still refused 
to do so. and the mayor said, in view of 
the circumstances, he would commit the 
witness to the city jail until he was 
ready to testify. 
Chief Johnson was 
ordered to take him down and lock him 
up. 
The witness 
said 
he 
desired 
counsel, and Solicitor McGarry said he 
could secure it any time he wanted. 
Attorney Clark stopped the proceed­ 
ings and said he desired the court to 
state why the man was imprisoned so 
that it conld be placed in the records of 
the rase. 
The mayor then said : “ The 
question was asked by the solicitor and 
in the judgment of the court it would 
not incriminate him and he is therefore 
judged guilty of contempt of court.” 
Chief Johnson started to take the 
witness to jail, hut Attorney Clark in 
terposed, and said the power of the 
court was limited to that of a justice of 
the peace, and before the mavor could 
commit Gillespie he must show a cause, 
and give him a chance to plead guilty 
or not 
guilty. 
He 
made a 
strog 
plea for the witness, and said that to 
grant to the mayor such powers as this 
would make of him an autocrat. 
Solicitor McGarry said he had no 
argument to make as the proceeding 
was entirely out of order, and Mayor 
Bough said: 
" I have been altogether 
too lenient in this case and it will 
eventually lead to anarchy in this or 
any other community if the courts have 
no rights.” 
Attorney Cook presented the statutes 
to show that the mayor had no authority 
to commit the witness in the way he did 
and Attorney Clark took the same posi­ 
tion and said ; “ You cannot commit this 
witness in that way, and if the court 
house was here we would have him out 
of jail in IO minutes on a w rit of habeas

W. E Morrow’ 
knew what was going on and it is clear 
that there was permission or consent 
on his part for the use of that room for 
the purpose mentioned in the affidavit 
and the judgment of the court is that 
the defendant is guilty as charged in 
the complaint.” 
Attorney Clark asked that the court 
be as lenient as possible in the fine* 
aud Mayor Bough saiti: 
“ It is the pur­ 
pose of the court to discourage gambling, 
aud I know of no place where it can be 
conducted safer thau in the basement 
under 
the 
saloon 
of 
the defend­ 
ant. 
It is one of the best fortified 
places in East Liverpool and one that is 
most difficult for the officers to get into. 
As I have said, I have no prejudice 
whatever in the matter, but I feel that 
I am a servant of the law and I 
represent the community and ought 
to do everything in my power to dis­ 
courage gambling, and I know if there 
were fewer places like this basement 
there would be less gambling. Taking 
the location of the place into considera­ 
tion, I don’t think he is entitled to len­ 
iency, and I feel disposed to impose the 
maximum penalty.
